Smoke would go up 
in the school room and the 
boys would yell Fire! The 
teacher would evacuate the 
school until the source of the 
smoke was located, and the 
children got an extra holiday. 
The boys tried this several 
times.

She intends to order a 
companion book—‘The 
Garden Encyclopedia and 
Dictionary.” Robert Lisle 
brought the Archives Book 
for display. Treasurer Nancy 
Boivin gave her report. Glenn 
announced that the Fall Plant 
Sale, featuring perennials, 
drieds, house plants, baking, 
preserves and vegetables, 
will begin at 8 a.m. at the

Saturday, Sept. 21*. 

The Pumpkin Contest 
will be held again at 
Sharpe's Food Market Sat-

The bylaws and consti- 
tution were briefly re- 
viewed.

Show-offs in- 
cluded closed blue gentian, a 
hibiscus bloom the size of a 
dinner plate and a flowering 
episcia. (African violet genes). 

The programme, supplied 
by members, followed: 

Klarissa Kocsis showed an 
annual plant that self-seeds or 
produces dried pods for deco- 
rating. Inside the pod is a 
berry containing seeds. It 
grows as high as five feet and 
spreads for four feet. She 
wanted to know its name. Sug- 
gestions included a relative to 
the Chinese lantern or a 
ground cherry. 

Helen Evegroen grew Diva 
cucumbers and found them to 
be prolific, with thin, light 
skins and excellent for pick- 
ling. She was disappointed in 
her black magic geranium, 
whose chocolate-coloured leaf 
centre was only dark green. 

Rope Hoya 

Helen Clark grew 
Beefmaster tomatoes. These 
are oval-shaped, grow in clus- 
ters, medium-sized and not 
acidic. 

Lois Brown wondered why 
her Indian rope hoya had not 
flowered, nor grown notice- 
ably.

Rose Odell showed 
foxtail millet, a tall grass with 
clusters of brown seeds at 
the top, which birds enjoy. 
The seeds were obtained 
from Floribunda Seed Co.., 
Box 3, Indian River, Ont. 

Rosemary Milne showed 
pictures of the garden areas 
that she and her husband had 
created during the 18 months 
they had moved -to this 
home. She also read a poem 
she had composed. 

Nancy Boivin showed a 
pineapple lily obtained from 
Garden Importers. The bulb 
produced large, wide leaves 
and sturdy stalks of small 
white flowers and green fo- 
liage on top resembling a 
pineapple. 

Marlene Dooher showed 
large gardening slippers for 
persons wearing muddy 
boots, who can thrust their 
feet into the slippers, and 
walk, through the house. 

Lorraine Hodge showed 
Beacon White lamium, 
whose lemon-lime leaves 
provide contrast in gardens 
and planters, especially if 
placed by purple oxalis.

Dorothy Thomson 
showed a garden statue. Tine 
Lisle made her ownffom a 
discarded doll, draped with 
stiffened cloth, a crown of 
artificial flowers, perched on 
an overturned flowerpot. 
The whole thing was cov- 
ered with speckle stone 
spray. For outdoor use, a 
covering of plastic spray is 


beneficial. —

clay flowerpot pig, with 
body, head and legs formed 
from various sized flower- 
pots, and holes drilled in ap- 
propriate places to join it to- 
gether with clothesline wire.

Operation Impact 
aims for Saturday 
October 5th 


OPP will focus on drunk driv- 
ing, seatbelt use, and vulnerat le 
road users 


Last year, 545 people 
were killed in crashes on 
roads patrolled by OPP of- 
ficers. This is the reason 
OPP officers across Ontario 
support Operation Impact 
and its efforts to reduce this 
carnage. Traffic crashes kill 
and injure too many people, 
especially young people. 
Even one death is too many. 
And these deaths can be pre- 
vented. 

Operation Impact is a na- 


tional, coast-to-coast, traffic . 


safety and enforcement pro- 
gram, presented in partner- 
ship with the Canadian As- 
sociation of Chiefs of Police, 
Police Services of Canada, 
and Transport Canada. 

Its focus is to identify 
high risk behaviours, bring 
them to public attention, and 
direct intensive enforcement 
efforts at offenders. This 
year OPP officers across 
Ontario will be focusing on 
three key areas: those who 
drink and drive, those who 
do not buckle up, and those 
who are “at risk” road us- 
ers, such as pedestrians, 
motorcyclists, and cyclists.

“Safe driving begins with 
buckling up.

Use caution when ap- 
proaching pedestrians walk- 
ing or crossing roadways. 
Leave extra space when 
overtaking cyclists and mo- 
torcyclists. Stay alert!

Humidity levels 
too low aggravate skin con- 
ditions and respiratory infec- 
tions, while levels too high—- 
indicated by window con- 
densation — increase the 
spread of mould, mites, 
bacteria and viruses.

The Health Unit is encour- 
aging smokers interested in 
quitting to consider entering 
the Quit Smoking 2002 con- 
test. The province-wide con- 
test is designed to help 
smokers set a quit date, pre- 
pare themselves and then 
stop smoking by Oct. 15 for 
at least one month. 

The contest is open to 
Ontario residents who are 
daily smokers aged 19 years 
and older. Participants must 
register by midnight Oct. 15, 
quit smoking by Oct. 15 and 
remain smoke-free until Nov. 
15 to be eligible to win anew 
Honda Civic DX-GF or one 
of seven Samsung digital 
cameras. 

Ms Oke says smoking 
raises body metabolism -- 
nicotine causes the heart rate 
to increase by as much as 
33 beats per minute -- and 
reduces the amount of oxy- 
gen in the blood. 

“This makes your heart 
work harder and makes you 
a prime candidate for a heart 
attack or stroke,” she says. 

One of the immediate ben- 
efits of kicking the habit, Ms. 
Oke says, is that food tastes 
and smells better. 

When people gain weight 
after they quit, she adds, it 
is usually because they are 
eating more. They replace 
cigarettes with food and try 
to quell the nicotine urge 
with snacks. 

With a little planning, Ms. 
Oke says people can keep 
their weight under control. 

“Keep your hands busy. 
Doodle, write a letter, do a 
crossword. When you do 
need to put something in 
your mouth make it sugar- 
less gum, a carrot or celery 
stick. Whatever you decide 
to do, just make sure it is not 
associated with your old 
smoking habit.” 

If people skip meals they 
may be more likely to crave 
nicotine and overate later in 
the day so they should try to 


eat several small meals 


throughout the day, Ms. Oke 
says. Drinking lots of fluids 
will also help flush the nico- 
tine from the system.

‘One-stop shopping” 


for fuel, gas purchases 


As a cost-saving meas- 
ure, the Trent Hills’ Public 
Works Committee has ap- 
proved a recommendation to 
employ “one-stop shopping” 
for motorized fuel and fur- 
nace oil. 

A report was presented at 
arecent meeting following a 
budget review for 2003 on 
fuel and furnace oil and the 
submission of tenders, in- 
cluding discounts, from a 
number of suppliers. With 
the objective of consolidat- 
ing the fuel supply service 
under one tender and maxi- 
mizing available discounts, a 
call went out for quotations. 
Ultramar won out over five 
other bidders for the one- 
year contract. 


Total Costs $160,000 


In 2001, Trent Hills pur- 
chased fuel from 10 differ- 
ent suppliers with total costs 
of $160,000. Ultramar’s 
posted prices are lower on 
both branded and unbranded 
fuel products. As an exam- 
ple, using last year’s figures 
of 65,000 litres of regular 
gas, it would result in sav- 
ings of between $1,300 to 
$1,900 on gas alone for the 


‘ municipality. 


A report to the commit- 
tee also noted that, with 
Ultramar, the municipality 
might apply for fleet cards 
to be used at local service 
stations to again take advan- 
tage of discounts.

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Province releases 
Vast Majority of Students Are 


(CNW) - Recently, the 
Education Quality and Ac- 
countability Office (EQAO) 
released The Ontario Sec- 
ondary School Literacy Test 
(OSSLT), February 2002, 
Report of Provincial Results. 

“The results are very en- 
couraging,” said Dr. Peter 
Ross, EQAO's Chair. “Most 
students are meeting the 
OSSLT provincial standard 
in literacy.” The test consists 
of two integrated compo- 
nents, a reading and a writ- 
ing Component. 

Seventy-five percent of 
English-language students 
successfully completed both 
components of the test."This 
represents an increase of 7% 
over the percentage of stu- 
dents who passed the Octo- 
ber 2000 Trial Administration 
Test. A total of 80% of the 
students passed the reading 
component, and 84% passed 
the writing component. 
Teachers are placing a high 
priority on reading and writ- 
ing, and their efforts appear 
to be showing good results. 


Across Ontario, 129,032 
English-language students 
fully participated in the test, 
which was administered 
over two days in February 
2002. Participating students 
had entered Grade 9 in Sep- 
tember 2000 and were 
working toward an Ontario 
Secondary School Diploma 
(OSSD). 

The OSSLT is a useful 
quality assurance measure, 
as it shows the extent to 
which Ontario students are 
meeting a common, basic 
standard for literacy across 
the province. For those rela- 
tively few students who did 
not pass the reading and/or 
the writing component, the 
test is an early warning sys- 
tem that provides the stu- 
dents, their parents and 
teachers with some impor- 
tant diagnostic information 
to help students improve. 
Those who were not suc- 
cessful on the OSSLT will 
have an opportunity to write 
the test again on October 23 
and 24, 2002. Individual Stu-

dent Reports were sent to 
schools beginning the week 
of August 26, 2002. 

Successful completion of 
the OSSLT is one of the 32 
requirements for an OSSD. 
The test is designed to as- 
sess the reading and writing 
skills that students are ex- 
pected to have learned 
across all subjects by the end 
of Grade 9, as outlined in The 
Ontario Curriculum. All as- 
pects of the assessment, 
such as designing, develop- 
ing, field-testing, marking 
and reporting, are conducted 
by EQAO’s Education Of- 
ficers in collaboration with 
educators from across the 
province. 

Today's release provides 
detailed information on stu- 
dent achievement from the 
first full administration of the 
OSSLT. It also provides rec- 
ommendations to teachers, 
schools, school boards and 
parents for improvement and 


remediation planning. The 


data published today should 
be used by educators and 
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parents to develop strategies 
for improving literacy skills 
and student achievement. 
On October 7, ‘2002, 
EQAO will release each 
school’s and board's results 
on the EQAO Web site. 
“EQAO encourages schools 
and boards to communicate 
these results to their commu- 
nities prior to October 7, 
2002” said Dr. Peter Ross. 
“And I want to emphasize” 
Dr. Ross continued, “that 


these results are to be used 
to improve learning and 
teaching, not to rank 
schools.” Ranking provides 
no information about why 
scores are high or low and 
ignores the particular cir- 
cumstances affecting 
achievement in each school.

Long-term scientific studic 
dispel pesticide myths 


(CNW) - A new sum- 
mary of independent scien- 
tific studies on pesticide use 
in Canada and around the 
world shows that pest con- 
trol products are safe when 
used according to label di- 
rections. The paper was re- 
leased October 2nd by the 
Pest Control Safety Council 
of Canada. 

The paper, Pesticides: 
Debunking the Myths, cited 
findings of the World Health 
Organization, the U.S. Envi- 
ronmental _ Protection 
Agency, and the National 
Cancer Institute of Canada. 
Based on the weight of sci- 
entific evidence, it con- 
cludes that pesticides are 
beneficial and®can be used 
safely, without harm to hu- 
man health or the environ- 
ment. : 

Canada has one of the 
most stringent pesticide 
‘regulatory systems in the 
world. The paper quotes 


Health Canada: “We have re- 
viewed the scientific reports 
for every pesticide and those 
used in Canada have been 
determined to pose no risk 
to humans or the environ- 
ment.” 

Critics of pesticides have 
“distorted and exaggerated” 
public concerns in order to 
gain support for the elimina- 
tion of pesticides, the Pest 
Control Safety Council said. 

“Lawn and garden care 
products promote healthy 
outdoor activity and effec- 
tively remove insects like 


mosquitoes and garden pests 


that can damage valuable - 


green space,” the position 
paper added. “Healthy lawn 
and grass plants absorb haz- 
ardous air pollutants such as 
sulphur dioxide and carbon 
dioxide and produce oxy- 
gen.”

New detachment will be named after OPP 
constable killed in the line of duty in 1992 


In May 1992, OPP Police 
Constable Andrew Bruce 
Gordon was 29 years old, 
engaged, and had just bought 
a house in Stirling with his 
fiance. 

On the 2nd of May, along 
with Constable Larry Yuen, 
he headed south on Highway 
62, planning on turning west 
at Madoc to investigate a 
minor hit and run accident 
in Marmora. 

A northbound vehicle 
with two occupants, oper- 
ated by an impaired driver, 
veered into the path of the 
police cruiser and collided 
with it at an estimated speed 
of 130 km/h. Neither occu- 
pant survived. 


Constable Yuen received 
serious injuries but survived. 
Constable Gordon was fa- 
tally injured. 


Gordon's parents, who 
live in Thurlow, have kept 
their son’s memory alive by 
presenting annual awards at 
Centre Hastings Senior 
School in his name, given to 
students who are going on 
to the Police Foundations 
course at Loyalist College.

Perfecting the art of stenciling 


Three easy steps 


(NC)Stencils are an easy 
and fun way to add color and 
style toa room. Helen Mullett 
offers the following three- 
step stenciling instructions: 


Materials: Interior paint, 
stencil brush, soft pencil, 
Painter’s or low tack tape, 
tracing paper, stencil card, 
sharp craft knife, cutting

Step 1: First draw or 
copy the image you like onto 
tracing paper. Use a photo- 
copier to reduce or enlarge 
the image.

3. Heat registers can be 
located on the walls or 
floors, Check for gaps be- 
tween the edge of the regis- 
ter and seal with caulk to 
eliminate drafts.

(NC )-There’ $ something in the air... that something is 
moisture. “Everyday life in your home creates a surprising 
amount of moisture — from five to ten pounds a day,” says 
Sara Coutu, Insulation Expert. “If you wash or dry clothes 
indoors, you may be adding another 30 pounds. Insulating 
witha vapour retarder will prevent that moisture from caus- 
ing damage to your home.” 

If you insulate without a vapour retarder, in winter, 
moisture vapour that reaches the cold inner side of exte- 
rior walls, will condense and form water drops. These drops 
will eventually accumulate until everything in the wall gets 
damp or wet, including insulation. Insulation is rendered 
less effective as a result and serious cosmetic and struc- 
tural damage may be caused to your home including the 
following: 

* stains on the inside of your walls; 

* blistering of outside paints; 

* damage to brick veneer or siding; and 

* rotted wood damage to your home’s frame. 

To avoid damage to your home in this way, you must 
install a vapour retarder on the warm-in-winter side of every 
wall and ceiling, generally, immediately under the drywall 
or finish paneling. Your vapour retarder will normally bea 
continuous sheet of 6 mil polyethylene, sold where you 
buy your insulation. Installation is easy: 

(1) Place fiberglass insulation batts between wall frame 
studs. 

(2) Staple the polyethylene vapour retarder to the studs 
over the insulation, making sure to overlap all joints by at 
least six inches. 

(3) Be sure to caulk around all breaks in the retarder, 
such as electrical outlets and plumbing. If it tears, fasten a 
patch with sheathing or duct tape.

Conference on antibiotics 


Farm animal antibiotics pose threat to humans: Health Canac 


(CNW) - One of the 
greatest threats to Canadi- 
ans’ health was at the core 
‘of discussions of the Cana- 
dian Committee on Antibiotic 
Resistance (CCAR), over the 
weekend in Ottawa. Accord- 
ing to the over 130 profes- 
sionals from both the human 
health and agricultural sec- 
tors who took part in the 
“National Policy Confer- 
ence”, antibiotic resistance is“ 
an urgent problem. Canadi- 
ans may well be on the brink 
of an era where the number 
and efficacy of available an- 
tibiotic treatments are dwin- 
dling rapidly. 

Participants at the week- 
end “National Policy Confer- 
ence on Antibiotic Resist- 
ance” assessed the mile- 
stones already achieved in 
the struggle against anti-mi- 
crobial resistance, identified 
and addressed areas of con- 
sensus and debate among 
subject-matter experts and 
set priorities for the next 
phase in the implementation 
of a Canadian National Ac- 
tion Plan. They also dis- 
cussed the consensus 
among the international sci- 
entific community regarding 
the threat to human health of 
widespread use of antibiot- 
ics in animals. 

“Every Canadian well be 
affected by an infectious dis- 
ease at least once in the com- 
ing year,” says Dr. John 
Conly, CCAR Chairman and 
Professor of Medicine and 
Microbiology with the Cen- 
tre for Antimicrobial Resist- 
ance at the University of 
Calgary. “Canada reportedly 
spends at least $659 million 
dollars a year for the more 
than 25 million prescriptions 
of oral anti-infective drugs. 
This makes antibiotics the 
third highest drug usage cat- 


_ egory in the health system. 


Unfortunately, studies indi- 


cate that over 50 % of the ~ 


oral antibiotics prescribed 
are unnecessary,” adds Dr. 
Conly. 


$1.8 BILLION _IN- 
CREASE 

“The situation in Canada 
remains alarming despite the 
efforts and progress made 
over the last five years since 
CCAR was established,” 
says Dr. Francois Boucher, 
Pediatric infectious disease 
specialist at the Centre 
hospitalier universitaire de 
Québec, representative of 
the Canadian Pediatric Soci- 
ety on the CCAR and Asso- 
ciate Professor of Pediatrics 


at Laval University. “Our 
objective was to reduce the 
use of antibiotics by 25 per 
cent and to date, we have 
been able to reduce it by 
close to 15 per cent.” 

A recent study commis- 
sioned by CCAR on the fi- 
nancial burden associated 
with the treatment of antibi- 
otic resistant infections re- 
vealed that if drug resistance 
continues to increase and 
rise from current levels to 
those seen in the United 
States, health care costs 
could reach $1.8 billion due 
to the prescription of more 
potent and expensive drugs 
as well as an increase in hos- 
pitalization costs,” says Dr. 
Conly. “We need to imple- 
ment a National Action Plan 
that will give us the tools to 
better control antibiotic re- 
sistance.” 

The national plan calls for 
action in both human health 
care and agriculture in four 
key areas: surveillance, op- 
timal antibiotic use, infection 
prevention and control as 
well as research for new 
drugs, factors prompting 
resistance and ways to limit 
resistance. 


ANTIBIOTIC USE IN 


Members of the CCAR 
also reviewed the report 
Health Canada’s Advisory. 
Committee on Animal Uses 
of Antimicrobials and Im- 
pact on Resistance and Hu- 
man Health which was pub- 
lished in June 2002. The 
study demonstrates that al- 
though scientists often can- 
not pinpoint the precise ori- 
gin of resistance among bac- 
teria in humans, antimicro- 
bial use in animals could be 
a significant contributing fac- 
tor in foodborne infections. 

“There is a growing inter- 
national consensus that an- 
tibiotic use in animals has a 
significant impact on resist- 
ance in some human infec- 
tions,” says Dr. Scott 
McEwen, D.V.M., Profes- 
sor at the Ontario Veterinary 
College and Chairman of the 


Advisory Committee. “This 


will require a change in atti- 
tudes on the part of consum- 
ers. They should support 
farmers’ efforts to use anti- 
biotics only when absolutely 
essential. Consumers may 
have to pay a little more for 


their food but in the lon 
the entire ion will 
efit from more prudent 
biotic use in animals.”

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Initially, Rural Jobs Strategy funding offered by 
controversy, largely because few people completely 
understood the process. There were a lot of rumours 
and innuendo kicked around, resulting in the public 
being generally confused about an initiative that ena- 
bled the Municipality of Trent Hills to receive consid- 
erable tourism benefits. 

Now with the Municipality currently tapping into the 
availability of SuperBuild and OSTAR funding from the 
government, the Courier is providing an exclusive ques- 
tion-and-answer interview with Lorraine Brace, Chief Ad- 
ministrative Officer, in the hopes of providing a clearer 
understanding of what is involved. 


Question: What was the determining factor in the Mu- 
nicipality’s decision to initially apply for SuperBuild fund- 


ing? 


Answer: The projects were identified during the Rural 
Jobs Strategy funding initiative, which was the stepping 
stone for SuperBuild projects. RJS provided funding (45 
per cent) for design plans, marketing, tourism promotion 
and SuperBuild provided matching (40 per cent) funding 


for capital works to complete the projects once design plans 


and initiatives were ready to move from the drawing board 
to the construction stage. These initiatives were also iden- 
tified as the projects that would have the greatest economic 
impact on the Municipality and stimulate rural economic 
development. 


Question: How difficult is it in convincing the federal/ 
provincial authorities that a Municipality is worth receiv- 
ing initiative money. In other words, is it considered an 
achievement in actually qualifying for the money? 


Answer: The criteria for SuperBuild funding are clearly 
spelled out in the application and the focus is to create jobs 
and to stimulate economic development. The Trent Hills 
application met all of the criteria and therefore judged on 
the merit of each project. Both federal and provincial min- 
istries and local MP Paul Macklin and MPP Doug Galt con- 
sidered them as meeting all criteria and therefore approved 
and supported the funding approval. 

It was an achievement or better phrased a vital compo- 
nent for building a strong future for the Municipality of 
Trent Hills by providing a portion of the funding to com- 
plete the projects identified in the RJS program. These in- 
clude the Hastings Waterfront and Marina, Warkworth Main 
Street Design; and the Campbellford Waterfront Design, 
Suspension Bridge and Pedestrian Bridge Design Plans. The 
application was considered in its entirety, well-constructed 
and met all of the funding eligibility requirements. Some 
municipalities have just recently received approval and/or 
are still awaiting approval or have been turned down. Due 
to the commitment of the partners and the excellent docu- 
mentation and application Trent Hills was in the running, 
and, yes, realized the success of their efforts by virtue of 
the fact that the funding was approved.for all three ward 
proposals within the new Municipality. 


Question: Once it became official that Trent Hills had 
qualified for $930,000 from provincial/federal sources, at 
that point I presume the Municipality was agreeing to fol- 
low through with the designated projects? 


Answer: Yes, once the official announcement was made, 
Trent Hills was ready at the gate and has moved ahead 
aggressively to initiate the projects. Since the announce- 
ment, the Suspension Bridge project is underway and 
scheduled for completion by late November and the Wark- 
worth Main Street plan is ready for tender with construc- 
tion beginning in April, 2003. The Campbellford DBIA is in 
the process of completing the final touches on the design 
plan for the waterfront area between Cottage Country and 
the Water Treatment Plant and the Campbellford Horticul- 
tural Society is already committed to tree and garden planting 

_ in accordance with the waterfront plans along the canal. 


Question: Whar is the breakdown of the SuperBuild 
funding process for Trent Hills? Do you have an estimate 
of total costs and the financial obligations involved—fed- 
eral/provincial, the Municipality and its partnerships? 


Answer: Reports are circulated to Council, media, mu- 
nicipal staff, and is updated on a regular basis. 
The information includes the SuperBuild funding, partner 
contributions and funding obligations as well as estimated 
costs for each project identified in the original application. 


: From what we understand the CAO will be 
contacting all of the partners who committed to funding 
portions for each of the projects to confirm amounts and 
time Ji ? \ 


Answer: The Hastings Waterfront Committee is setting 
up a fundraising sub-committee to assist the Chamber of 
Commerce and various partners to raise the funding com- 
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Shedding some light on 


mitments identified in the application and they will be con- 
firming these amounts with the various partners in Hast- 
ings. 

The Warkworth Main Street (Warkworth Business As- 
sociation) is taking care of the fundraising initiatives and 
commitments for Warkworth and has these well in hand. 
It has a budget for all phases of the project, including on- 
going fundraising initiatives, loans, grants, partner contri- 
bution commitments, etc. The Campbellford BIA has com- 
mitted funds by raising the DBIA levy for the waterfront 
project and has secured that commitment over the term of 
the project. They will be undertaking fundraising initiatives 
and corporate sponsorship as well. The Rotary Club has 
made a very large commitment, which has been confirmed 
over the term of the funding initiative for the Suspension 
Bridge. Ontario Power Generation has also committed to a 
generous donation to the bridge as well as Baltimore De- 
velopment Services and the Armed Forces (free labour). 

The Campbellford Horticultural Society has donated 
funds and labour to initiate some of the plantings along the 
canal at the former restaurant site. The Municipality has 
contributed in-kind contributions of equipment and labour 
for some component#*hroughout the projects. The East- 
ern Ontario Trails Alliance originally committed funding 
for the pedestrian bridge as proposed across the canal to 
link the Trans-Canada Trail but this has yet to be con- 
firmed officially. 

The pedestrian bridge will only be constructed if the 
commitment is solid, substantial and other community part- 
ners work together to seek sources of funding. If funding 
is not available for this project, it may not be completed 
within the SuperBuild funding timelines and therefore would 
not be eligible for matched funding. 


Question: When the Planning Committee endorsed a 
commitment of $170,216 to commence construction at the 
Hastings Marina, wasn't this merely the natural process in 
meeting SuperBuild deadlines. Could this be compared to 
a similar desire on the part of Council to start the Suspen- 
sion Bridge project linking Ferris Park? 


Answer: The Planning Committee endorsed an expendi- 
ture of $170,216 at a meeting held on Oct. 1, 2002, to 
initiate Phase One of the Hastings Waterfront project. It is 
to finance construction of a concrete sea wall, concrete 
boardwalk and boat ramp with funds already secured from 
the Hastings Hydro Reserve Fund Board of Management 
in the amount of $360,000 plus 40 per cent matched fund- 
ing $144,000 which will be more than sufficient to cover 
the initial project costs. 

A question was raised during the meeting as to the “how 
the Committee could approve the expenditure when the 
fundraising has not been initiated to date?” The fundraising 
committee will be kicking off their campaign Nov. 6* at an 
open house and it is well understood by all partners, the 
Municipality and Hastings Waterfront Committee that con- 
struction will only be undertaken when funds are secured.

Marmora — Although not 
officially listed as a deputa- 
tion on the Council agenda 
of October 21, about 20 resi- 
dents again filled the chairs 
in the Council chamber to 


‘raise their concerns about 


the arrival of a drug treat- 
ment centre in the Village. 
Reeve Lionel Bennett pointed 
out that anyone wishing to 
be heard should contact 
Council 48 hours in advance 
of the meeting. 

“I'm not trying to shut 
anyone up who feels they 
have something to say,” he 
added, “but I think I have to 
make that point because it is 
a procedural bylaw and at 
any given time I can be called 
upon to enforce it. But, it’s 
been my practise that if 
somebody comes here to 
address Council, I let them.” 

Mr. Bennett explained that 
a letter has been delivered to 
Narconon and Mr. Luthra 
has expressed to the Reeve 
that he intends to apply for a 
rezoning. That application 
has not yet been received. A 
public meeting is scheduled 
for Oct. 28, at 7pm. A pub- 
lic meeting will be scheduled 
and advertised following the 
group's application for the 
rezoning, giving residents a 
couple of opportunities to see 
them. 

A resident questioned if 
immediate neighbours get 
notification of a rezoning 
application. CAO Frank 
Mills responded that, on a 
rezoning, it gets published in 
the local newspaper but there 
will not be personal notices. 

Another resident ex- 
pressed concern about cli- 
ents’patients of the establish- 
ment, particularly was some- 
one supposed to be with 
them when they leave the 
premises. She reported that 
two or three people were “in 
there” and they were wan- 
dering around her home and 
the park unaccompanied.

persisted. It was mentioned 
that a ‘book on their facili- 
ties’ had been given to the 
Reeve.

How can 
they do that?” 

Bennett reiterated that 
they (Narconon) have been 
given a letter and they re- 
sponded verbally — that they 
have to apply for a rezoning, 
“The only ‘hammer’ we 
have to stop them from do- 
ing anything is to charge 
them on a zoning infraction. 
If we go to a judge On some 
infraction and the judge asks 
if there us a rezoning appli- 
cation, and there is, then 
he’s just going to say, “Then 
let is run its course’. I can 


- understand that you want to 


see that everything's done 
right but I don’t understand 
the panic.” 

“We can only respond to 
certain elements of any busi- 
ness coming to the area and 
I don’t think we should be 
concerned about what reli- 
gion ..."” While residents said 
that religion was not an is- 
sue, Bennett said, “OK, well 
then, if that's off the table, 
then the only thing is that 
they would be running a busi- 
ness — drug rehabilitation. 
But, again, if it’s zoned cor- 
rectly, there’s not much we 
can do and all we can do until 
now is to say they have to 
apply to get it zoned cor- 
rectly ... we can't go to 
somebody and say, “We 
don’t like what you're do- 
ing so you'll have to leave." 
We can’t do that.” 

Reeve Bennett was point- 
edly asked his opinion of a 
drug rehabilitation coming 


into Marmora and. he re- 


sponded that he was reserv-, 


ing his opinion until he 
knows what is going on. 
“Let me put it to you this 
way: we have an empty 
building right across from 
my office. If somebody 
came to me and said, ‘I’m 
going to buy that building 
and I’m proposing to put the 
biggest tobacco retail outlet 
in the province right in there, 
it’s going to be a super smoke 
shop,’ there’s all kinds of 
reasons why I would be op- 
| to that. The tobacco 
industry kills millions of peo- 
ple but, legally, I could not 
be opposed to that. J can’t 
judge if a business is going 
to succeed or not succeed, 
_or we can judge it based on 
what kind of infringements 
it’s going to be on neigh- 
bours, and so on, and that 
may be the only argument 
that may come up on this. 
While residents seemed to 
agree with Reeve Bennett's 
thinking, so far, one re- 
sponded, “You know we 
would have had Toronto's 
garbage if it hadn’t been for 
the people, because Council 
was kind of going along with 
he 
The Reeve retorted, “One 
of them wasn’t.” 
The resident replied that 
if the residents hadn't 
stepped in and started peti- 


tions, the community would ° 


have had Toronto's garbage. 

Sue Connelly, arriving at 
the meeting late, distributed 
information packages to 
members of Council, Mr. 
Mills and the media. “This is 
pertinent and it does apply, 
everything that’s here. I 
think you will find that this 
data, and I have even more, 
proves that the process is 
only as good as the people 
who enter into the agree- 
ment. If you have someone 
that starts out dishonestly 
and you're treating them as 
an honest, everyday normal 
call, the process is*mvalid. 
And, can all the Councillors 
and the Reeve declare to us

Bénnett responded that 
there is a possibility, when 
an application is received, he 
may have a conflict: he 
(Davinder Luthra) doesn’t 
do business with Mr. Bennett 
but Mr. Luthra does do busi- 
ness with someone with 
whom Reeve Bennett works. 
Other Councillors responded 
that they had no conflict of 
interest concerns. 

The file which Ms 
Connelly gave each Council- 
lor contained, she said, “all 
the true facts that you will 
not get from them by asking 
them to divulge them. These 
are all copies of records that 
have been on file from court 
cases against them ....” 

Asked why the operation 
is not funded by OHIP, 
Reeve Bennett said that he 
was inquiring further but his 
understanding was that, be- 
cause they are not adminis- 
tering any medications, and 
there’s no doctor, therefore 
they don’t come under 
OHIP. 

Reeve Bennett reiterated 
that, when the rezoning ap- 
plication is received, there 
will be a public meeting and, 
once Council makes a deci- 
sion whether or not to ac- 
cept their application. The 
result of that decision is ap- 
peal-able by either side to the 
Ontario Municipal Board. 
“Whatever decision Council 
makes it has to be backed by 
some kind of logic, gener- 
ally speaking zoning logic.... 
We don’t have absolute 
power over what can occur 
here. We can’t make a deci- 
sion based on the (Church 
of) Scientology being any 


part of it, to my knowledge.” 


The residents claim they 
have proof that the owner 
does have connections to the 
church and is, in fact, the 
sole owner (president) of 
Narconon. To their way of 
thinking, this proves that he 
has already misrepresented 
himself to the Reeve. The 
residents also claimed that 
the new owner was pro- 
ceeding with alterations 
without a building permit; 
Mr. Mills, who has visited the 
building on several occasion, 
stated that there was noth- 
ing being done on the prop- 
erty which required a build- 
ing permit. Health concerns, 
about the serving of food, 
should be taken to the Health 
Unit because the municipal- 
ity does not have authority 
on these matters. 

After approximately 40 
minutes, the residents indi- 


’ cated that they would not 


attend next week’s Open 
House but would wait until 
the public meeting, expected 
at the second Council meet- 
ing in November if the zon- 
ing application is received in 
the near future. 

Later in the Council meet- 
ing, after all residents had 
left, councillors continued to 
discuss the issue in an effort 
to clarify their options. 
Reeve Bennett concluded the 
discussion by saying, “The 
irony is, if we turn it down, 
we're defending our position

Researchers find new ways to 
present breast cancer results 


(O.P.S.) Diagnosed with 
breast cancer 16 years ago, 
Patricia Bower was treated and 
put the experience behind her. 
Her illness has not come back. 
She says she feels lucky, and 
didn’t realize her illness could 
come back until she had the 
opportunity to develop and 
act in a play about the experi- 
ences of women living with 
metastatic breast cancer, an in- 
curable form of the disease. 

The 69-year-old mother 
and grandmother travelled 
across Canada performing in 
Handle With Care? Women 
Living With Metastatic Breast 
Cancer. Along with Bower, 
women living with breast can- 
cer, two social science re- 
searchers and actors per- 
formed the play for community 
and health care audiences. 

Now the story about this 
unusual group of people work- 
ing together to try and con- 
vey the experience of meta- 
static breast cancer, through a 
play, is documented in the new 
book Standing Ovation: Per- 
forming Social Science Re- 
search About Cancer. 

The book is written by Dr. 
Ross Gray, co-director of the 
Psychosocial and Behavioural 
Research Unit at Toronto 
Sunnybrook Regional Cancer 
Centre and assistant professor, 
Department of Public Health 
Science, University of Toronto 
and Dr. Christina Sinding, a 
social scientist with the On- 
tario Breast Cancer Commu- 
nity Research Initiative, and. 
Both Gray and Sinding per- 
formed in the play, which was 
based on research results gath- 
ered by the pair over the pre- 
vious year. 

The book is part chrono- 
logical story, part research text 
and part how-to manual. It is 
intended to appeal to a wide 
variety of audiences including 
women with breast cancer, fam- 
ily members and friends who 
have been touched by the dis- 
ease, health care profession- 
als, researchers and educators.
